ment ownership and operation of the 
merchant fleet. 

Amendment Is Rejected. 

-Heeding the demand of President 
Coolidge for early transfer of the goy- 
ernment fleet into private hands, ad- 
ministration republicans centered their 
attack on the provision of the bill 


requiring unanimous consent of the 
shipping board for the sale of any 
vessels hereafter. 

An attempt, however, by Senator 
Edge, republican, New Jersey, to mod- 
ify the bill to autherize sale of ships 
by majority vote of the board vas 
rejected, 52 to 31. A move by Sen- 
ator Willis, republican, Ohio, to per- 
mit sales by vote of five of the seven 
members of the board was then turned 
down, 47 to 37.
